The United States has called upon the 
signatories of the Atlantic Pact to arm 
themselves to near-war capacity for the 
gake of maintaining world peace. 

To the majority of Canadians acquaint- 
ed with the world situation, this is an 
urgent and timely call. 

That Russian imperialism has hostile 
intentions against the democracies is 
proved by a long series of incidents, such 
as the deliberate affronts in Berlin, cul- 
minating in the attack by North Korea 
upon her democratic southern neighbor. 

There is no doubt, now, that the bar- 
baric North Koreans have been trained by 
the Russiaus and most probably are aug- 
mented, in the field, by Asiatic Russian 
troops. 

Russian hostility can flame into open 
warfare. And there is a very strong likeli- 
hood it will flame into open warfare 
should the democratic ailies demonstrate 
ccmtinued weakness and unwillingness to 
aim theselves to resist aggression. 

On the other hand, Russian hostility 
will not flame into open warfare if Rus- 
sian imperialism itself confronted 
with a prepared and well-armed demo- 
cratic opposition.

That Russia now possesses 170 in- 
fantry divisions, 60 percent mechanized; 35 
armored divisions; 60 artillery divisions, 
80 percent mechanized and 100,000 tanks. 

That Russia has 4,500,000 men actually 
under arms and a trained reserve organiza- 
tion of 25,000,000 men. 

The fact seems to be that if we meet 
that force with platitudes and good wishes 
to the Americans, we will be in serious 
danger of world war.

PRINCETON, NJ. July 2%— 
(AP)—The $4,000 estate of the late 
Shuichi Kusaka, Japanese physi- 
cist who was drowned in 1948, has 
been waived by his family to 
Princeton University, where it will 
support the Kusaka memorial prize 
in physics, it was announced yes- 
terday. 

The prize was established with 
funds raised by Japanese-Cana- 
dians in Vancouver. 

Dr. Kusaka, an authority on 
cosmic ray physics and the inter-
